New York, Oct. 25, 8 a. m.—[Special.]—The 
toll of death exacted in the building of New 
York's Rapid Transit subway was increased 
by at least six and probably seventeen lives 
by @ biast at 10 o'clock iast evening at One 
Hundred and Ninety-fifth street and Broad- 
way. 

One hundred thousand tons of rock, jarred 
loose by the biasts, crashed down on the 
night shift of laborers, crushing them to the 
boitom of the tunnel.

James Bolton and D. F. Crilly 
Sue and the Directors by 
Resolution Approve 
the Action, 


THEY ACCUSE YERKES” 


Declare that Contracts Entered 
Into by Him and Associates 
Prejudice Their In- 
terests. | 


The Lake Street Blevated railroad com> 
pany took another step in its career of il! 
luck yesterday. It was placed in the hands 
of a receiver by Judge Tuthill. the Equitable 
Trust company being appointed to take 
charge of the property. 

This action was taken on petition of James 
Bolton, a director of the company, and Sas 
fel F. Crilly, in pursuance of a resolution 
paased by the board of directors giving its 
consent to a receiversh'p. 

Six of the nine directors of the Lake Street 
company approved the action. The step ap- 
pears to be a determined effort to shake off 
the present management, which is Held by 
plaintiffs to be too much involved with the 
Northwestern elevated road and too much © 
under the dumination of the spirit of Yerkes. 


, © Yerkes Biamed. 

The order was envered aller the fling ofa 
lengthy bili by Bolton aad Crilly, in which 
they allege that the Lake street company is 
hopelessly insolvent and that this eondition 
vas resulted “from the reckleas extrava- 
gance and fraudulent conduct of Charles T. 
Yerkes and his associates and’ the misman- 
ugement of Clarence A. Knight, as his repre- 
sentative.” 

The complainants declare that the purpose 
of Yerkes and his associates is “ to wreck 
and dastroy the road, with the view of ac’ 
quiring {t at a sacrifice and thereby elffninat- 
Ing and cutting off the rights of other stack- 
holfers, “Yerkes and his assotiates, it is 
averred in the bill, control a majority of the 
stock of the company and have the power to 
continue their hold thereon through the elec- 
tion and retention of a board of directors 
subservient to their wishes. 


Receivership the Only Hope. 

The only hope of the remaining stockholé- 
ers, it is declared, ts that their inierests 
may be protected by taking the administra- 
tion of the road out of the hands of Yerkes 
and his associates and administering the 
affairs of the road through 4 receivership: 
under the direction of the court. The com- 
plainants assert that the officers and man- 
agers of the company are the personal rép- 
resentatives of and Ris aseoctates 
and that {{ wonid be usejese for them. to 
apply to these persons to begin any pro- 
ceedings for the purpose of protecting the 
rights of the complainants and other stoek- 
holdere. 

PP on, following are the defendants in the 

i: 

Lake Street Elevated railroad company, 
Clarence A. Knight, president; Charlies T. 
Page, W. W. Shaw, W. W.. Miller, J. -C. 
Hutchins, Henry C. Hackney, Alfred Kohn, 
Cory B. Robinson, W. V. Griffin, and Charles 
T. Yerkes. 

Bolton and Crilly ask that Knight and 
Yerkes “ be ordered to account for and pay 
over to the company ei! sums of money im- 
properly acquired by them out of its prop- 
erty and assets and improperly squandered 
and wasted.” 


Knight Blames the Directors. 

President Knight of the elevated railway 
was. surprised at the proceedings. He sald: 

“T should not dignify these charges with 
a serious answer. The court proceedings 
seem to be based on charges of mismanuge- 
ment against the officers of the company. 
If this is right. then the directors who au- 
thorized the filing of the bill are charging 
themselves with mismanagement, because 
they constitute a majority of the board 
and they approve all acts of the officers. 

“I understand that Cory EB. Robinson. one 
of the directors, consented to the appoint- 
ment of a receiver with the approval of five 
other directors—C. T. Page, W, W. Shaw, 
Menry C. Hackney, Alfred Kohn, and James 
Bolton. This fs certainly an odd proceed- 
ing, because the directors approved ali 
official acts. 

* There has been a threat of litigation for 
some time in order to attack the lease made 
by the Lake street company in 1804 to the 
Union Loop company. This probably is®e«- 
hind the present proceedings. The charges 
of mismanagement probably were made for 
the purpose of giving the court jurisdiction 
to appoint a receiver.” 


Contracts with Loop Company. 

The bill of Mr. Bolton and Mr. Crilly, after 
describing the Lake Street road and its busi- 
ness, sets forth that Bolton owns 8,500 shares 
and Crilly 700 shares of stock in the company. 
In 1892, It is Geclared, the company secured 
a right to extend its line along Lake street 
from Market street to Wabash avenue, the 
right being worth more than $2.000,000, 

In spite of the fact that {t was to the imer- 
est of the company to exclude from this éx- 
tension its rivals In business, the officers and 
directors of the company. It is asserted, 
“ acting In violation of their duty and tn the 
interest of certain individuals interegted in 
the organization and construction of the 
Union Blevated railroad company, entered 
into contracts with the company.” 

In December, 1894, it is charged, a contract 
was entered into regarding the construction 
of the Union loop and the lease of the same 
to elevated railroad companies, whereby the 
Lake Street company was obligated to use the 
loop line without respect te whether it should 
complete the extension of its line In Lake 
street, thereby rendering the extension prac- 
tically valueless to the Lake Street company. 


Advantages Given Away. 

On Deo. 28, 1804, another contract was en- 
tered into, it is said, whereby the Lake 
Street company’s line in Lake street should 
be completed by the Union Loop company, 
and a further contract was signed on.June 
22. 1806, by the terms of which i was pro- 
vided that the Lake Street company might 
operate its cars on the Union loop and pay 
@ proportionate part of the expense, By this 
contract, it is averred, the Lake Street -com-. 
pany was put on terms no better thau 
equality with other companies using the 
loop and was required to pay precisely as 
much for using the loop, notwithstanding 
the fact that it had contribyted to the loop 
a large percentage of ite value, and that in 
the contract of Deo. 28, 1804, it was provided 
that the company ehould pay no considera- 
tien for the use of any part of the loop th 
Lake street. 

At the time these contracts were entered 
into, it is said, the officers and directors of 
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the Lake Street and Union Loop companies 
were under the domination of Charles T. 
Yerkes and his associates. Yerkes caused the 
contracts to be entered into, it is alleged, to 
promote his persona! interests, “ it being his 
desire and design to sacrifice the interests 
of the Lake Street company in the interests 
of said loop company.” 


Deal with Small Consideration. 
On June 18, 1895, it is charged, the Lake 


' ptreet company at the dictation of Yerkes 


and his associates entered into a contract 
with the Northwestern Elevated railroad 
company by which ¢he latter was given the 
right to use the Lake street road from Fifth 
avenue to Wabash. The only consideration 
recited in the contract, it is said, was the 
agreement by the Northwestern to guaran- 
tee the debenture bonds of the Lake street 
company. This consideration was wholly 
fictitious, it is charged. © 

Another contract was entered into between 
the Lake street company and the West Chi- 
cago street railroad compapy on Jan. 30, 
1895, it is averred, by which it was provided 
that the West Chicago company might at- 
tach to the Lake street structure from Wa- 
bash avenue to Forty-eighth avenue, trolley 
wires and all other appliances necessary to 
operate cars. The avowed consideration, it 
is declared, was the agreement that it would 
not place any poles alongside or over the 
elevated structure or any wires above it. 

It was also agreed in this contract, the 
complainants say, that when the Lake street 
company should be ready to operate its rail- 
road by electricity, the West Chicago com- 
panygwould furnish electricity for so doing 
upon terms thereafter to be agreed upon. 
The consideration in this contract is said to 
have been valueless to the Lake street com- 
pany, and the transaction entered into as the 
result of the plan of Yerkes and his associ- 
ates to use the companies for their personal 


ends. 

On Dec. 31, 1902, it is charged, the liabilities 
of the company exceeded its assets by $329,- 
073. Since that time its financial condition 
has become considerably worse. it is asserted. 


Acts in Interest of Blair & Co. 


From Jahuary until June of this year, it is 
said. Knight, without any authority from the 
board of directors, purchased. for the com- 
pany its debenture bonds to the amount of 
$104,000, for which he paid a premium of 
from 2 to 5 per cent. He caused these bonds 
to be pledged from time to time, it is. said, 
to secure the notes of the company given 
for money borrowed at from 5% to 6 per cent 
interest. The effect of the transaction, it is 
asserted, was to convert a debt of the com- 
pany payable in twenty-five years into a 
debt payable on demand and to increase the 
rate of interest from % to 1 per cent and to 
pay a large premium for so doing. The pur- 
chases were made, it is said, for the purpose 
of protecting Blair & Co., who were large 
holders of such bonds and clients of Knight. 

According to the bill, Knight has net only 
been president and general counsel of the 
Lake Street company and absolutely in con- 
trol of its affairs, but has been as well gen- 
eral counsel and director of the Loop com- 
pany and the Northwestern company, and 
has largely, if not wholiy, controlled the poli- 


- eles and mayagement of the jast mentioned

companies, 
The complainants assert tHat Knight has 


made contracts on pehalf of the Lake Street 
road at excessive prices and has recklessly 
involved it. in debt and dissipated its re- 
sources. 

Knight is also charged with undertaking 
to speculate in the stock of the company 
elther on his own account or on account of 
the company. The books of the Lake Street, 
the Northwestern, and the Loop companies 
have been kept under the supervision of W. 
V.-GQriffin, it is asserted, by means of which, 
it is said, Griffin and Knight, under whose 
control Griffin is alleged to have been, have 
been enabled to keep such accounts as to 
prejudice the rights of the Lake Street com- 


pany. 

The Northwestern company claims that 
the Lake Street company is indebted to it 
to the extent of $650,000, a large part ‘of 
which, the complainants charge, fs fictitious. 
Knight is said to have admited that $160,000 
of this amount is fictitious. 


Charge of Fraud. 
When the Lake Street company acquired 


' the surface road of the Cicero and Proviso 


railroad moe tage it is said, it paid the com- 
pany $340,000. The Lake street company, 
acting under the direction of Knight and 
those be represented, it is alleged, issued 
bonds ured by a trust deed to the whole 
of its road to the amount of $1,376,000. It 

charged that the difference between the sum 
actually paid and the amount of the bonds 
was fraudulently manipulated and used by 
Knight and those he represened for the pur- 
pose of diverting the funds and property of 
the Lake street company into the profits of 


Yerkes and his associates, and in addition, - 


with a view to paying demands which he 
claims to have against the Lake street com- 
pany. . 

Many hundreds of thousands of dollars of 
the Lake street company have been diverted 
into the profits of Yerkes, it is asserted, and 
on an accounting it will-be found the com- 
Plainants say, that Yerkes and his associ- 
ates “have fraudulently and improperly re- 
ceived and taken from the treasuty of the 
Lake street company, vast sums of money.” 


Ask for an Accounting. 


In the prayer of the bill the complainants 
ask for an accounting between the company 
and Knight and Yerkes, and that Knight 
and the other officers and directors of the 
company be enjoined from in any manner 
attempting to interfere with or control the 
affairs of the company. An _ injunction 
against Knight restraining him from dis- 
posing of or handling the books and papers 
of the company and from contracting any 
debt in the company’s name, or on its ac- 
count, is also asked for. 

Immediately after the appointment of a 
receiver, Secretary Organ of the Equitable 
Trust company conferred with Attorneys 
Jacob Newman and Thomas Cratty, and pos- 
session was taken of the office of the de- 
fendant company. 


Statement by Mr. Crilly. 

Daniel F’. Crilly discussed briefly the causes 
leading up to the petition for a receivership. 

“ For some time,” he said, “* the affairs of 
the company have been in bad condition. 
From time to time meetings of the stock- 
holders have been held to discuss what might 
be the best plan for meeting the difficulties. 
Yesterday’s action was the result of plans 
that have been developing through these 
conferences. 

“ We had heard that other plans which 
foreboded hostile intent to our interests were 
being formulated by the adverse faction of 
those interested in the company. Yester- 
day's action was in a great part a mevé to 
forestall our opponents in any action to 
cripple our interests. 

“ At present we control over one-half of 
the stock. The petitioners were afraid steps 
were being taken to purchase a majority of 
the stock and declare an assessment on the 
remainder. 

“Clarence Knight receives a. sal of 
$20,000 annually. This, in the 
petitioners, is an extravagant item in the 
management of the road.”’ 

“I have been advised by the receiver,”’ said 
Attorney Newman, “that all the employés 


_ of the road will be retained and its business 


conducted without interruption.”

Sheriff Bar- 
rett is allowed only 17 cents a man for feed- 
ing the prisoners at the county jail. The 
keepers of the cribs are allowed 25 cents each 
for the meals they serve themselves and the

Men, Three Meals a Day. 

The thirty men eat three meals a day. He 
and his assistant and the engineer in charge 
of the heating plant do likewise. ‘The total 
for the crib inmates therefore averages 
ninety-six meals a day for the cold weather 
period. At 25 cents a meal, the price paid to 
Mr. Donegan by the city during this time, is 
$24 a day, or $720 a month. The profit in Mr. 
Donegan’s favor between the 17 cents al- 
lowed Sheriff Barrett and the city price is 8 
cents a meal for a single person, $2.40 a meal 
for the entire crew, $7.20 a day or $216 a 
month, 

Mr. is in the hotel business, more 
extensively than any of his four fellow- 
keepers. The up to date four mile crib needs 
only three men throughout the winter—the 
keeper, the assistant keeper, and an engineer. 
The ice cannot get inside its iron sheathing. 
At the Lake View crib from six to eight extra 
men are needed when the wind drives the ice 
floes against the cribs. The Carter Harrison 
and the Hyde Park cribs rarely require extra 
labor. 

At every crib, however, the keeper gets 
has only himself and his assistant to feed 
he is allotted $3 a day, the assistant getting

Asks Howe to Explain Why Police in a | 
Precinct Can Do This, and He De- 
‘elares He Does Not Know—Entire 
Day Taken Up with His Hearing— 
Conviction of Innocent Person 
| Nearly Secured—Offer of $800 Re- 
fused by Suspended One. : . 


“How does it come,” asked Inspector 
Wheeler yesterday at the trial of suspended 
detective sergeants, “ that a lieutenant with 
twenty policemen in an outlying district can 
get more criminal convictions than all you 
men downtown here?” © 

“I don’t know, inspector,” said Sergeant 
Howe. ‘ 

“Well, if you don't know you can’t an- 
swer,’’ remarked the inspector, ng his 
back toward the witness. Afterward he 
sald: 

**I could bring the Desplaines street plain 
clothes men downtown and wipe theearth up 
with these ‘front office’ fellows.” 

The trial of the sergeants for {tncompe- 
tency was taken up all day with the de- 
fense offered by W. W. Howe, who produced 
lawyers, business men, judges, and assist- 
ants in State’s Attorney Deneen’s office to 
testify to his competency in certain cases. 


Makes Cherge of Favoritism. 
Howe asserted that political influences 
caused his suspension, He pointed out that 
he had nearly 50 per cent more points than 
did detectives not suspended. 

Do you say favoritism has been shown? ”’ 
esked Chief O’ Neill. 

was the answer. ‘“‘I have been 
discriminated against both by Lieuts. Rohan 
and McWeeney, and by you.” 

One illustration of Howe's work was de- 
clared by’ Inspector Wheeler to be a bung- 
ling piece of business which nearly had re- 
sulted in the conviction of an innocent man 
charged with murder.

“That is, his work nearly convicted an in- 
nocent man,” said Inspector Wheeler. 

No, I wouldn’t say that,’ replied Mr. 
Newcomer. Sergeant Howe was carefy] 
to have me examine the witnesses closely.’’ 

“Do you know I worked on that case," 
asked the inspector. 

“I believe you did, with Frank Tyrrell.” 


Holds a Prisoner Innocent.

City Makes ‘Demands ‘Companies Are 
Unwilling te Accept and No Com- 
promise Iq Expected Because of Pre- 
Election Promises—Municipal Own- 
ership Representative Is Barred 
from Conference of Council and At- 
torney for the Railways. 


Election pledges stand in the way of any 


| traction settlement until late in the spring. 


This statement is made by aldermen who 
assert there is little or no possibility of the 
city and the companies agreeing on the sub- 
ject of compensation. 

If it were not for these pledges it is possible 
the aldermen would yield to the emphatic 
statements of the companies.that a high di- 
rect compensation is impossible. With the 
pledges binding them they assert it is impos- 
sible for the interests to agree. . 

While this is said to be a plain statement 
of the situation the local transportation com- 


mittee and the Union Traction company are 


trying to reach a conclusion on the ninety- 
nine year act. Attorney John 8. Miller was 
shown the clause in the Chicago City railway 
ordinance referring to the waiver of the long 
cliim rights and was asked if he and his in- 
terests would agree to the same proposition. 


Report Is Expected Next Week. 


The attorney asked for time to consult 
Judge Grosscup and will reply next week. 
Even if the answer is favorable, the obstacle 
of compensation remains. The Uniqn Trac- 
tion and the Chicago City companies wil! 
be in the same position then, but there will be 
no agreement on the price the city gets for 
the grants. 3 ; 

“It appears impossible for the city and 
the companies to get together on compensa- 
tion,” sald a member of the committee. 
“The election pledges of the aldermen are 
for at least 10 per cent compensation, re- 
duction of fares during rush hours, a twen- 
ty year franchise, and other provisions. 
The 10 per cent Compensation and the re- 
duced fares not be obtained. 

“If it were not for these pledges we might 
effect a compromise which would give the 
city as great advantage in the end, but there 
is no basis possible. We stand pledged to 
do certain things and the companies will 
not agree to them. There's where the mat- 
ter will rest.’’

ments as ground for making the application. 
The action is hostile to the creditors’: com- 
mittee which took charge of the plant last 
week, the plan being to prevent the commit- 
tee “ from getting the cream of the assets.” 
Attorney Haffenberg says he expects to 
show that the assets of the corporation are 
worth only about $1,500,000, instead of $4,000,- 


000 as reported. The labilities, according 
the lawyer, are $2,500,000. '

STRIKE. 


‘Tie Up Department of Work

By the strike of 1,400 sausage makers yes- 
terday a considerable.branch of the pack- 
ing house industry was practically tied up. 
Representatives of the packers said they did 
not expect the trouble to spread to other 
departnients and that,the sausage plants in 
other meat centers were not affected. 

The walkout was remarkable for the ab- 
sence of demonstration. The men, at most 
places, merely falled to report for duty. No 
pickets were stationed about the plants, but 
the proprietors, in. some instances, were 
given to understand that if any material 
was spolling for want of men to work it up, 
the sausage makers would return long 
enough to prevent loss. 

‘* About 1,400 men quit in all the packing 


houses,” 8. S. Conway of Armour & Co. | 


said. “ We are operating, although with a 
decreased force. I have received no inti- 
mation that the strike will spread to the other 
employés and do not expect it. The sausage 
plants in the other packing centers are oper- 
ating. I have received no word of a strike 
outside of Chicago. 
“The packers have no new offér to make to 
emen. When they walked out they had not 
plied to the proposition made by us.” 


Drivers Break Their Contract., 


In direct violation, it is said, of written con- 
tracts the drivers for C. Jevne & Co., grocers, 
at 110 Madison street, went on a strike in the 
morning. The teamsters effectually tied up 
the firm’s business and it yielded at noon. 
The men demanded an increase of $1.50 a 
week in pay and this was granted. 

** The Chicago Grocers and Butchers’ asso- 
ciation entered into an agreement last May 


with the drivers,’’ said H. F. Peterson, secre- 


tary of the association, “fixing the wage 
scale and providing for arbitration in case 
any difference arose. The teamsters were to 
receive $10 a week for work on a one horse 
wagon and $12 a week for a two horse wagon. 
This morning, without any warning, Business 
Agent Heaney called out Jevne’s men, fol- 
lowing this up with the demand for the in- 
crease. This had to be granted, or the busi- 
ness of the firm would be sacrificed and valu- 
able merchandise would be spoiled. 


Employers Preparing to Fight. 
' Representatives of employers’ associations 
all over the country are expected to attend 
the conference in Chicago on Nov. 29 and 30. 
Secretary Job of the Chicago association said 
be had received acceptances from more than 
100 organizations. 

“If the movement is a success,’’ Mr. Job 
said, ‘‘a national association will be formed. 
The serious work of the organization will be 
the collection of a great defense fund for the 
employers, to carry them through strikes 
and assist them in obtaining their rights in 
the courts.” 

The meetings will be secret. Means for 
strengthening the associations against the 
inroads of the unions will be the topic for 


discussion.

PHONE WARKS OF CRIME 


MAN WOUNDED TO THE DEATH 
RINGS BELL TO GIVE ALARM. 


Many on Party Line Hear His Faint 
Cries for Help for Himself and His 
Dying Wife—Both Shot by Mysteri- 
ous Assassin Through Window— 
Neighbors Hear Cries of Pain Long 
Before They Can Start for Scene— 

No Explanation of Deed. 


New York, Oct. 24.—[ Special. J—Woven into 
the tragedy of the lonely manor house at 
Dingman’s Ferry, Pa., when Victor E. Bevans 
and his wife, Mary, were shot by an assassin 
lurking in the darkness outside their home, 
is the extraordinary part played by the tele- 
phone which notified the neighbors miles 
away of the deed in the Bevans home. 

His wife dying, himself nearly unconscious, 
Bevans staggered to the party ** phone ’”’ 
used jointly fifteen families scattered for 
miles around” One turn of the crank rang 
the bell in every house. With the last ebbing 
effort of strength Bevans twisted the handle 
madly and shouted into the transmitter. 
Then he sank down. - ‘ 

Hears Faint Plea for Help. 

Elvin E. Smith, one of the neighbors, went 
to answer the ring, and he heard Bevans say: 

“Mary and I are both shot; I through the 


nose.”’ 
“Are you seriously shot?” inquired Mr. 


Smith. 
“ Yes; for God's sake, get us some help. 
Bevans in the excitement failed to hang up 

the receiver, and Mr. Smith heard the 


screams of the wounded woman. 
Miss Jennie Frace, the telephone operator 


at Newton, says she staid on the wire until 
neighbors reached the Bevans home, and 
that she heard no sound in the house except 
groans and calls for help. . 

Alarmed by the furious ring, fifteen people 
sprang to the phone and heard and acted 
at once. When they arrived at the house 
there was little they could do. Mrs. Bevans 
is dead, and her husband will likely die in 


six hours. 
Recalls Play from French. 

The entire population of Sandystone town-~- 
ship, N. J., is now under arms, searching the 
woods trying ‘to, find the assassin. The 
tragedy is startlingly like a play which was 
given at the Garrick theater here last year, 
called “‘At the Telephone.”’ It was from the 
French, and depicted a man miles away at 
the end of a telephone wire listening to his 
wife and children being murdered and he 


powerless to aid.

GORMAN ASSAILS 
THE PRESIDENT. 


Maryland Senator Delivers 


Bitter Speech and Stirs Up 
Race Prejudices. 


SAYS WHITES MUST RULE. 


Calls Roosevelt a Czar and Dic- 
tator Who Interferes in 
Affairs of Others. 


Baltimore, Md., Oct. 24.—[Special.J—In a 
remarkable speech delivered today at High- 
land, Howard county, Senator Gorman bit- 
terly attacked President Roosevelt, criticised 
him for interfering in Maryland politics, and 
referred to him in such terms as “ czar "’ and 
** emperor.” 

‘In all previous public utterances Senator 
Gorman has been noted for his ultra-con- 
servatism, but in today’s speech he seemed to 
have thrown all reserve to the winds and 
attacked the president of the United States 
in no uncertain terms. 

Among other things Mr. Gorman said: 
“ Unfortunately the president of the United 
States has forced this race issue to the front, 
The Anglo-Saxons made the laws. They 
conquered the Indians. No other race but 
the white race shall ever have possession of 
this eountry. That sensible man of the col- 
ored race, Booker T. Washington, has given 
his people some good: advice. He has told 
them that politics demoralizes them. 


Respects Yet Criticises. 

“TI speak of the president of the United 
States with greatest respect, as all should. 
I criticise his public acts because his acts and 
his speech go from one end of the country 
to the other and determine foreign affairs. 
The white men of the south who are reputa- 
ble men of that section and the thoughtful 
men of the north Know that no greater crime 
was ever perpetrated on this country than the 
enfranchisement of the negro. 

“The Supreme court of the United States, 
which is composed almost exclusively of re- 
publicans, recognizes that the safety of the 
home, the prosperity of the south demand 
that the organic laws of southern states must 


-be changed. That the negro should not be 


gifted with authority which he did not know 
how to use, 

*“ With an impetuosity hardly worthy of a 
youth in a small community the president of 
the United States suddenly one morning 
brought to the front this race question, which 
the people were settling quietly and orderly, 
by inviting Booker Washington to dine with 
him in the White house. This act was in- 
terpreted by the whole colored race as mean- 
ing not only political but social equality of 
It now confronts us to deal 


with this question. 


Wants No Czar in Washington. 

“The president of the United States in- 
vited the republican candidate for governor 
of Maryland to dine with him and to occupy 
the same seat which was probably occupied 
by Booker Washington. I tell you that no 
liberty, no safety remains when you havea 
dictator. or a czar, or an emperor in Wash- 
ington who can send for Maryland repub- 
Ncans and tell them what he wants done. He 
tells them to harmonize their differences and 
to bring the negroes to the polls to sustain 
him in his effort to establish social equality 
of the two races." 

In defending the election law Mr. Gorman 
said the white people in Maryland had to 
protect themselves. West Virginia had been 
overrun by negroes from the far south who 
now practically controlled politics in that 
state. Delaware also was overrun by negroes. 
It was necessary to call a halt in Maryland 
to take measures for white supremacy. When 
republicans were in power in Baltimore 
city, declared the senator, a white woman 
walking on the street was not safe from negro 
insults. Now, under democratic control, the 
negro rowdyism was kept down.

Athletic Young Women of Northwest- 
ern University Agree Upon a 
Training Table Diet, 


No more cream puffs for the young women 
of Northwestern university. Chocolate 
eclairs, fudge, and after theater suppers also 
are on the tabooed list. Instead, there will 
be regular exercise in the gymnasium, long 
wWaiks, early retiring hours, and fewer call- 
ers. This program has been decided upon 
by the coeds who are going into training for 
competition in all the athletic sports open 
to women. 

‘We are out for healthful competitive 
sport of the sort all young girls should par- 
ticipate in,’’ said Miss Emily Greenman. “If 
we have to forego pastry and all the rest and 
limit ourselves to health foods and toast, 
we are sure it will be worth the sacrifice." 

The ban also has been placed upon unduly 
exciting novels as tending to waste nerve 
force.

Friends of the 
latter claim her opponents have ignored her 
in the plans of construction.

ONION OF CHURCHES 


EPISCOPALIAN BISHOPS TO SEEK 
COMMUNION OF CREEDS. 


Movement Is Begun in Conference at 
Washington for a Combine of All 
Protestant Religions — Differences 
Declared Insignificant and Presby- 
terians and Methodists Willi Be In- 
vited to Join—Attitude Toward Ro- 
man Faith Is Discussed. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 24.—[Spectal.}— 
A movement with the object of seeking the 
unity of all Protestant churches was in- 
augurated here today at the pan-American 
conference of bishops of the Protestant 
Episcopal church. 

The movement, which is far reaching in 
its plan, and which many believe will yet 
bring the various religions into one, camé up 
in the form of resolutions at the last day’s 
session of the conference. The intent is 
first to try a more kindly attitude toward 
the different creeds, with a view of possible 


wnion. 
Other Creeds to Be Invited. 

The resolution suggests that the govern- 
ing bodies of the church lay before the Pres- 
byterian general assembly and the Methodist 
general conference the contents of the paper 
read by the coadjutor bishop of Montreal on 


between the Protestant churches. The reso- 
lution asks these Protestant communions to 
consider seriously the subject of churcl§unity 
with a view to “ arriving at intercommunion 
and possible union of them and us, through 
the compromising of some of the differences 
and the recognition that others do not con- 
stitute sufficient reasons for creating or con- 
tinuing a rupture.” 
Attitude on Roman Church, 

‘Resolutions also were adopted regarding 
the attitude of the Episcopal church toward 
the churches subject to the Roman obedience 
providing that the former should in its con- 
tention for its rights contend always with 
“unlimited charity to the Roman Catholic 
clergy and people, rather in the spirit of 
maintenance, defense, and proof than of 
controversy and attack.” 

The resolutions also urge that Episcopa- 
lians marrying Roman Catholics should not 
promise that their children should be brought 
up Romanists.. 
The conferenoé did not take a vote on the 
proposed resolution relating to the divorce 
question, and action om that subject was 
postponed. | 

Clergy to Study Politics. 
Regarding the duty of the clergyman to his 
people and the government the following 
resolution was adoted:

Offer Has Good Backing. 

The offer of the union is backed by Senator 
William A. Clark, A. J. Davis, a Butte bank- 
er; and other well known men. 

If McGinnis will sell out the miners will 
secure title in the suit as well as the mine 
and dismiss the application for injunction, 
throwing the whole litigation back to th 
stage it was in some time ago. 

Attorneys for the Amalgamated Copper 
company today requested Judge Clancy to 
expedite matters in order to allow the case 
to get to the Supreme court by hearing their 
arguments of the objections in the bond to 
be given in the McGinnis injunction. He said 
he was too busy to take the matter up at 
present, as it was his purpose to go on a 
hunting trip he had long had in mind and he 
could not abandon it without offending his 
friends.

New Cutoff for Santa Fe.

C. K. G. Billings’ Mare Trots 
a Mile in 1:584s on the 
Memphis Track. 


POOR WEATHER NO BAR. 


Wind Shield Dispensed With De- 
spite the Strong and 
Cool Breeze. 


{BY HENRY TEN EYCK WHITE.) 

Memphis, Tenn., Oct. 24.—[{Special.]—Lou 
Dillon, queen of trotters, established her su- 
premacy more firmly than ever this after- 
noon by trotting a mile in 1:58%4, completely 
eclipsing all previous records, The quar- 
ters, considered separately, were done in 
:30, :29%, :20, :30, making the first half of 
the mile in :50%4 and the three-quarters in 
1:28. 

In spite of the mare’s wonderful work, 
horsemen who saw the trial are generally 
of the opinion that only a good day and 
track and better rating than was given Lou 
Dillon are needed to enable her to trot faster 
than her mile of today. They base this con- 
clusion on the fact that in the first eighth 
today the runner with the wind or dirt 


. shield was not near enough to the mare to af- 


ford her any assistance, and that directly 
following this faux pas the runner’s cari 
was brought so close to her that Sanders was 
obliged to pull the mare out toward the cen- 
ter of the track. 

Again in the homestretch, at the finish, the 
runner with the shield was too far in ad- 
vance to be of any use, and, in fact, the 
wonderful work done by Lou Dillon wouid 
have been accomplished just the same if 
there had been no runner in front of her. 


Weather Is Unfavorable. 
There was a cold raw air from the north 


all day, and although at 5 p. m., when the | 


trial was made, the wind had softened toa 
breeze, there was still considerable of it 
for a horse to face going up the backstretch 
from the quarter to the three-quarter pole, 
so that the naturally fast quarters were the 
first and last. 

Lou Dillon trotted the half mile from the 
quarter to. the three-quarter pole in :58%%, 
and therefore had less left to finish with 
than would have been the case had advan- 
tage beén taken of the wind in the first quar- 
ter, and a more moderate pace set when go- 
ing against the wind. 

In preparation for her great effort Lou 
Dillon was driven two warming up miles in 
2:23 and 2:13, the last one being evenly rated. 
Then, just at 5 o'clock, she came out ready 
for the! battle, Tanner driving the runner 
that was to make the pace, while McCoy 
handled another to accompany the mare. 

There was little preliminary scoring, none 
at a really fast gait, and when the mare 
took the word she did not seem to be going 
at anywhere near her top clip. She cecr- 
tainly went wide around the first turn, and 
the quarter in :30 was slower than had been 
‘looked for. Down the backstretch she and 
the pacemaker were in about the proper rela- 
tive positions. The half in :50% set the peo- 
ple to cheering, and the applause was con- 
tinuous as the mare went around the third 
turn and the timers hung out 1:28% for the 
three-quarters.

Half an hour before Lou Dillon came out 
for her trial the champion double team, The 
Monk and Equity, went a great mile in 
2:09144, lowering the world’s record for trot- 
ing teams a fraction of a second. Mr. Bil- 
lings held the reins, and a runner lay along- 


side the trotters from wire to wire and 


acted as pacemaker. 

As a spectacle the trial was even more 
enjoyable than the Dillon mile, a pair of 
trotters going better than a 2:10 clip be- 
ing a novelty even to the circuit follow- 
ers. The first quarter was done in :32%, 
the half in 1:05%, the three-quarters in 
1:38%, and then for the first time urging 
the horses to their top speed Mr. Billings 
sent them through the homestretch at a 
2:04 gait, stepping the final quarter in :31, 
and the mile in 2:00%4. 


Scandal Nipped in the Bud. 

What promised to be a nasty scandal in the 
2:11-pace was nipped early in the action by 
the judges. Cousin Madge was the favorite 
in this race, Cascade selling al] the time a 
strong second choice. In the opening mile 
Cascade went off with the track and was 
never headed, winning by two open lengths 
from Cousin Madge in 2:07%. 

But before the second heat was called it 
was evident that the cheaters were at work. 
The field against Cascade rose in value with 
every poo] sold, and from an even money 
choice in the books Cascade fell to a3 to 1 
shot. When the horses scored for the word 
the driver of Cascade, Wall, did not come 
down with his field, and the whole aspect of 
affairs was such that after three or four 
false scores had been madé the judges or- 
dered Wall out of the sulky and gave him 
a talk he will not soon forget. As soon as 
ths move wag seen by the bookmakers th .

CHICAGO WINS 
FROM ILLINOIS. 


Stage’s Men Victorious in-a 
Hard Contest by a Score - 
of 18 to 6. | 


ECKERSALL IS A STAR 


Fumbles and Spectacular Runs 
Are Responsible for All of 
the Touchdowns. 


In the most spectacular game played 6n 
Marshall field since the days of Hersch- 
berger, Chicago’s football eleven, numillated 
and disheartened a week ago, regained its 
prestige yesterday and defeated the Univer- 
sity of Illinois by a score of 18 to 6. 

When big teams of nearly equal strength 
meet and a run of more than twenty-five 
yards is recorded for a touchdown it usually 
is the feature of the contest, yet each one of 
the four touchdowns in the issue which again 
places Stagg’s team as a possible champion- 
ship contender was scored by a run of twen- 
ty-eight yards or more. True, some of the 
scores were decidedly finky, but it was es- 
sentially a game for the spectators, and the 
12,000 enthusiasts present—the largest crowd 
of the season thus far—had a modicum of the 


open style of play. 


Four Runs Are Spectacular. 


Once it was Capt. Rothgeb who took the 
ball on a fumble and sped across the chalk 
lines for fifty yards, crossing the goal of the 
maroons for the first time this season for a 
touchdown. Again it was Eckersall, the star 
freshman quarter back, who did not go to 
Michigan, who received the ball on a punt 
and twisted and wriggled through the en- 
tire Illinois team for sixty yards, tieing the 
score. This was probably the turning point 
of the contest from a Chicago view point. 
Then it was “ Bo” Ivison, starting behind 
well formed interference, and finding an 
opening just outside right tackle for twenty- 
eight yards and a touchdown, ang finally it 
was Catlin, who gained the ball of a fumble 
under conditions exactly similar to that of 
Capt. Rothgeb in the first half, and covered 
a like distance, clinching the game beyond 
doubt. 

Little Line Bucking Seen. 

Perhaps the contest wouia be called tos 
fluky by those who like the straight old 
fashioned line bucking, and who would 
argue that none of yesterday's touchdowns 
were earned. But it was none too fluky to 
satisfy Coach Stagg, Capt. Bllsworth, and 
the maroon host. To the impartial spectator, 
it was a game full of punting, sensaiiona: 
incidents, long runs, and fortunes quickly 
shifting until well toward the end of the 
first period when Ivison’s run gave Chicago 
its second touchdown and probable victory. 

From the minute play began, it was ap- 
‘parent Chicago had. discarded its costly 
overconfidence of the week before. Stagg’s 
men realized they faced a crisis. Defeat 
meant obliteration from all western calcula- 
tions. They met the issue and played good, 
withal lucky football. The line men charged, 
the backs played better together, and the 
defense had tmproved wonderfully. It was 
a different eleven, with Ahlswede at his pid 
place at guard, Elisworth back at center, 
and little Eckersall relieving the big cap- 
tain of the worry of punting. So when the 
veterans toward the end of the game were 
retired to the side lines, the substitutes took 
their places without weakening the whole. 


Great Credit to Illinois. 

With so much sald for Chicago, JHInols 
deserves all credit for its showing. °It pre- 
sented an attack which started as fast and 
hit the line as hard as Northwestern, and, 
moreover, was backed up by greater weight. 
It showed a defense against which Chicago 
made continued and consistent gains but 
once, just after Eckersall's long run, when 
the Illini appeared demoralized and Chi- 
cago played with a speed and desperation 
which was the first flash of real varsity 
attack shown by Stagg’s men during the 
season of 1903. 

On straight football the two elevens were 
more, closely matched than the score in- 
dicates. The two lines appeared of almost 
equa! strength. There was not much choice: 
between the back fields in line plunging, 
but Chicago, by reason of its fleeter footed 
backs and Eckersall's greater versatility. 
was more able to take advantagle of oppor- 
tunities. Not since Ralph Hamill has Chi- 
cago had a fleet running back. Schuur; 


Catlin, or Eckersall can turn 100 yards tn | 


10 3-5 seconds or better. It is this feature 
which makes Chicago a dangerous scoring 
factor at any time. 

The game showed a marked improvement 
for Chicago, which makes its followers hope- 
ful for the result of the Wisconsin game 
next Saturday. On the other hand, critics 
were about equally divided as to the merits 
of Illinois and Northwestern, and perhaps 
a majority expect the Illini to beat McCors 
nack’s men at Champaign this week. 


First Blood for Illinois, 


Althougk Chicago won out by a comforta- 
ble margin, it was the Illinois rooters who 
had the first cause for the exuberant joy 
of the football field. For twenty-five min- 
utes the teams battled back and forth across 
the whitewashed lines, both alte to make 
gains, but neither able to carry its attack 
far enough for a touchdown. Then with 
the ball in Chicago's possession on its own 
fifty yard line Catlin carried it into the midst 
of the opposition line, The play was stopped. 
It seemed as if the runner had been downed. 
when Capt. Rothgeb emerged from the bunch 
with the oval tucked under his arm, and 
reeled off the distance to behind the Midway 
goal posts with not a maroon nearhim. The 
west stand was a waving mass of orange and 
pavy blue. The east stands were silent. So 
even had been the contest it seemed this 
run might go down in history as the only 
score of the game. Muhl kicked the goal 
and the score was 6 to 0. 

Catlin was credited with a fumble. Many 
thovght the ball was “stolen” from him. 
ag the word Is used in football pariance. But 
this evened up in the second half, when it 
was Capt. Rothgeb who carfied the ball and 
was credited with a fumble when Catlin 
emerged from the heap and ran a nearly 
similar distance, and again the Skeptics said 
it was a case of “ stolen ”’ bali. 


Great Run by Eckersall. 

Hardly had the Ilitnols contingent ceased 
cheering Rothgeb’s-long run when the un- 
expected again happened. Shortly after the 
kickoff Muh! punted the ball from IMnois* 
twenty-four yard line to Eckersall, who stood 
on Chicago's fifty yard line. Eckie caught 
the ball and became an eel. Three IIlinois 
tacklers were dodged or shaken off, when a 
fourth bobbed up and threatened to run the 
fleet runner out of bounds on the west side 
of the field. Then Eckersall turned in just 
in time, but encountered a new bunch of 
Illini, but by this time the Chicago interfer- 
ence was forming and Eckersall wriggied 
away from agroupoftwo. Rothgeb got into 
the play, and giving a last despairing leap 
for the opposition quarter back just as the lat- 
ter emerged into the open field with his ten 
second speed and a clear field to a tied score, 
which followed when Ellsworth kicked a per- 
fect goal. It was a great run and almost en- 
tirely an individual run—a run not uncommon 
against weak teams, but noteworthy against 
an eleven of good tacklers. 

With only a few minutes to play Eckersall, 
after the kickoff, called for plays directed at 
the ends and just outside tackle with an occa- 
sional straight buck. It was Chicago's best 
attack and the distance usually was gained 
In two downs. So the ball wae carried well 
into IlMnols’ territory, where Eckersall un-

Ivison Bids for Fame. 


Recovering the ball after a punt, Ivison’s 
chance for glory followed. The play started 
fast toward Llinols’ right end, but when it 
seemed likely Ivison would try to skirt the 
end, he turned in. The Lllinois smashing 
back was brushed off by the interference 
and only Muh! remained. The quarter was 
not In a good position to tackle. He sprang 
just as Ivison veered his course. and the lat- 
ter sped on in safety, Ellsworth’s goal left 
the score at 12 to 6. with only a few minutes 
left to play in the first period. 

In the second ha'f Hifnofs at one time 
showed an attack similar to that of Stagg’s 
men after Eckersall’s run and carried the 
ball from the Illini thirty yard line to the 
Chicago ten yard line.

Catlin’s Run the Last. 


The ball thanged hards severa! times on 
punts. and Catlin’s duplicate of Rothgeb’s 
run of the first half effectually settled the 
contest. 

Singling out. individual players. Capt. 
Rothgeb of Illinois, lees showy than Ecker- 
sall and some others, cannot be given too 
much credit. Crippled and p’aving only be- 
cause the Chicago game is the big event on 
the Illinois schedule, he was surest 
ground gainer of the visiters. He was.a 
powrr in defense. and he frequently broke 
through and tackled the Chicago runner be- 
hind the line. . Diener, too, was always down 
the field on punts, stopped many a possible 
run by downing Schnur or Eckersall, ard 
was, perhaps. the strongest cf the regular 
backfield, althourh McKnieht made good 
gains. Fairweather and Haze!wood were 
both preminent, the struggle between the 
latter and the Chieago captain being note- 
worthy., 

Fllsworth was a different man at center 
and accuittrd himself well against his oppo- 
nent, who was sixty poundsheavier. Schnur 
plaved’ the best game cf his college career 
thus far, hitting the line with unexpected 
force on plays inside tackle, while his firet- 
ness availed in end plays. Ahiswede’s pres- 
ence at guard was noticeable, but Ahlswede 
is not a showy player, and appeals less to 
the spectator than the critic. Parry, who 


‘succeeded Burrows at tackle in the second 


half showed little effect of his layoff, while 
Speik’s defensive play in the second period 
was perhaps his best since his jump to fame 
in his freshman year in a game against 
Northwestern. 


Both Teams Show Well. 


As to the tactics of the teams both showed 
well, considering the season is yet young.

OPINIONS OF THE EXPERTS. 


Representative: of Both Sides Are Sat- 
isfied That the Best Term Won 
on Its-Merits. 


Umpire Walbridge—The game was charac- 
terized by clean playing throughout and was 
hard fought. It was peculiar from the fact 
that there was scarcely anv buck’ne., 
most of the gains being made on end plays. 
For a hig game it was in one way the funni- 


- est I ever saw. two of the scores being made 


by stealing the ball, but as both teams were 
guilty neither one can complain. The TIll- 
nois’ center put up a great game for a fresh- 
man and proved a tower of strength. 
Referee Darby—First and foremost, I must 
say that the score would seem to Indicate 
the relative merits of the teams and that 
both sides feught every foot of ground. It 
was a clean game, however. and on only 
two oeessions did I heave to nenalize the men 
‘for offside playing. The punting was good 
-on both sides, thourh FPekergall preved the 
superior of Muh! in that respect. getting the 
hall away for gcod distances and high enough 
to enable his team mates to get down the 
fe'd with the oval. I did not see Chicago's 
game with Northwestern, but from whet 1 
hear Stsge's men must have improved dur- 
ing the last week. as their Werk tedav was 
snavpy and of ¢inger. I think the new 
rules make little difference, as far as quarter 
back runs are concerned though some of 
the teams may later develon tricks that will 
change the aspect of things. Stagg has a 
geod quarter In Eckersal’. His sixtv-fivea 
yard run for a touchdown throvch the en- 
tire Djinois team was a great piece of sci- 


entific dodging and I think I never saw a 
prettier run made. 

Coach Stagg, Chicago—It was a good game 
—a bully good game, and I[t goes without say- 
ing that I am satisfied with the result. Why 
shouldn't I be? We played a much better 
game today than we did against Northwest- 
ern a week ago, the boys putting more gin- 
ger and snap into their work and getting to- 
gether better. Illinois has a fine team and 
showed tremendous power by the way they 
got into all of the plays.

It was the first .est on the iocal grounds 
under the new rules. ‘l..ere was a noticeable 
lack of mass plays, that boil and whiri for

As Northwestern did ail 
the playing, it is from tueir side only that 


the game can be judged. Possessing a nim- 
ble and shifty quarter back in McCann, with 
only weak opposition, Northwestern made 
large gains by end runs, Cincinnati attempt- 
ing nothing of the kind, as it had no inter- 
ference. 

Mass plays, however, were much cleaner. 
Though phenomenally slow for a team that 
has a reputation, Northwestern showed what 
it could do when aroused, for when the goal 
was in sight it played quickly and surely and 
hurled the Cincinnati line back. Their end 
runs, while brilliant individually, were made 
possible only by the greenness and lightness 
of the red and black forwards. Their bucks 
were the kindergarten of football, but were 
made effective by force behind them, They 
were ground gainers in almost every case, 
but exactly in the same manner that a rotary 
plow gets through snowdrifts.

Madisén, Wis., Oct. 24.—[Special.]—The 
plucky team from Knox college today gave 
Wisconsin an unpleasant surprise by cross- 
ing their goal line in less than twa minutes 
after the kickoff, registering the first score 
made against Wisconsin this season.

It was on the second fumble made ina 
scrimmage that the ball rolled out from the 
pile of struggling men and was picked up by 
Ewing. who, surrounded by the entire Knox 
team and pursued by chagrined Madisonites, 
ran fifty-five yards for a touchdown. For 
a short time after that fumbling was the 
rule, but Wisconsin finally got together and 
scored four touchdowns in the remainder of 
the half. 

In the second half Wisconsin played real 
football, and touchdowns were made almost 
at will. Backs and tackles were alternated 
in carrying the ball, and seldom was a gain 
made of less than five yards, and the aver- 
age distance made was much more than that. 

Wrabetz and Findlay were star ground 
gainers for Wisconsin, and the longest gains 
of the day were made by them.

The 
bishop of Salisbury and Canon McCormick 
advanced varying theories as to the biblical 
prophecies relating to the return of the 
Jews to Palestine. 

The bishop of Salisbury did not believe they 
would ever set up a separate nationality and 
government of their own until they were 
converted to Christianity. 


Looks for a Miracle. 

Canon McCormick, on the other hand, ar- 
gued for a literal interpretation of the oft 
quoted prophecies on this subject, especially 
in view of the eleventh chapter of the epistle 
to the Romans. He believed that Jerusalem 
will be peopled by the Jews on the return of 
the Messiah and that the nation would then 
be associated with one of the most astound- 
ing miracles in all history, the cénversion of 
the nation In a single instant, The bishop of. 
Salisbury refused to allow a vote to be taken 
on the ground that it was not desirable for 
the members of the confebence to ticket 
themselves as zionists or nonzionists.

LONDON, Oct. 24.—Questions of medical 
ethics have been brought before the public 
by a letter from the secretary of the British 
Medical association respecting the mention 
in newspapers of the names of physicians in 
‘attendance upon distinguished invalids. 

Some time ago a surgeon, whose name had 
thus been given in a paragraph tn a leading 
London journal, wrote to the editor asking 
that in future his name be struck out from 
such notes and inquiring as to the possibility 
of a genera! rule being adopted of omitting 
the names of medical men. 


Rules Against Publicity. 

The editor intimated he would make such 
a rule if recommended, by the medical pro- 
fession. Thereupon the British Medical as- 
sociation, which its secretary points out is 
an executive on the society, including 19,000 
members of the profession, took the matter 
up and issued the following resolution: 
“That a circular letter be sent to the prin- 
cipal London newspapers Géprecating the 
mention in paragraphs relating to the illness 
of persons other than members of the royal 
family of the names of the medical men tn 
attendance.” None of the medical journals 
comments on this circular. 


Scientists Argue Over Mystery. 

To account for the mystery of the vanish- 
ing loaves of Beverly, which were mentioned 
in these dispatches last week, @ scientist of 
Hull advanced the theory that the agency of 
enzyme,- which he says is the secretion of 
pbacteria, has the power of converting any 
congenial material into carbonic acid. A 
London bacteriologist thinks this theory is 
possible, but improbable, and calls it strain- 
ing ata gnat. He suggests making a real 
test by heating the loaves sufficiently to kil! 
off the bacteria, place them in a sterilized 
giass, and watcb. 

Even supposing the Hull scientist's theory 
is correct, one naturally asks that if the 
loaves crumbled why did not the cakes placed 
with them do likewise? Meanwhile sugges- 
tions of supernatural agencies, talk of evil 
eye, ghosts, and witchcraft are gaining 
ground throughout the district.

show here. The attendauce of guests will 
also beat all previous records, an increased 
seating capacity proving almost unequal to 
the increased demand. The program com- 
prehends évery useful. and picturesque 
phase of horse service for man. It ranges 
‘from the broadest utilitarian to the romantic 
and decorative; from the Shetland pony to 
the heavy draft animal; from the light- 
weight hunter to the stately harness crea- 
ture. The saddle horse and the runabout, 
the colossal truck hauler, the fancy jumpers, 
and the high steppers will have their place 
with the roadsters to rigs, the tandems, the 
cobs, the polo ponies, the four-in-hands, the 
unicorn teams, the gaited saddle horses, and 
every other equine variety known to pad- 
dock, trade, or fashion. 

The qualities which have made the horse 
the most precious of animals have been 
continuously appreciated. Upon the oldest | 
monuments of antiquity his outline is en- 
graved in triamph. In the Rig-Veda, prob- 
ably the oldest of human writings, he re- 
ceives encomium. King Solomon, as the 
scripture shows, knew a good horse, and 
was willing to pay a good price for him. 
Throughout the literature of Greece his 
neigh is heard. The gods were horse fan- 
ciers and swapped horses. Their highest 
favor to man was presentation of a horse, 
as when one of the horses given by Neptune 
to Peleus was passed to Achilles. Its sire 
yas the West Wind and its dam Swiftfoot, 
the harpy. Of all the classical] lovers of the 
horse the Roman poet was the most learned 


‘and the most ardent. The third book of the 


Georgics is a scientific dissertation on horse 
culture, and justifies the presumption that 
Virgil had a “stable” which he regularly 
exhibited whenever prizes were to be won. 
In honor of Ceesar he proposed to drive “in 
Tyrian purple conspicuous ” a hundred four 
horse chariots on the banks of the stream 
which flowed by Mantua. At races in which 
all Greece should contend he proposed grac- 
ing himself with olive leaves to bestow the 
prizes. In the Olympian games the horse 
was not less important than wau. The first 
four-in-lfand appeared there. 

Love of the horse and promotion of his 
most valuable qualities were notable through 
the grim ages that followed dissolution of 
the Roman enipire. Even the austere 
Dante, although preferring spiritual syb- 
+ jects, could not refrain from admiration of 
the horse. ‘ There is not a great work of any 


‘literature in which the horse does not appear 


worthily. In “Jerusalem Delivered,” “ Or- 
lando Furioso,” in the “ Faerie Queene,” and 
throughout the whole range of. the stirring 
romances of the medieval and modern lan- 
guages, whether of north or south, he is 
glorified. Nor does he appeal to sportsmen 
or tradesmen only. Darwin writes of him 
with a love he does not show toward any 
other animal. In no other species does he 
find more conclusive evidence of the be- 
nignant effects of care and kindness. Nor 
does he find any other animal comparable 
to the horse in value for mankind. Soe 

Adnmiiration of the horse has always led 
to exceptional tributes to his beauty and 
utility. Alexander the Great’‘built a city 
in honor of the horse which always knelt to 
take up his master and who would permit 
no one else to mount him. A° Roman em- 
peror covered his favorite horse with royal 
purple and stalled him in the imperial pal- 
ace. Probably the highest expression of 
Greek appreciation of poetry was in their 
giving a winged horse to the- muses and in 
arranging for his birth near the ocean, that 
its epic song might fill their imagination. | 
That other Roman emperor who made his 
horse a priest and consul, housed flim in an 
ivory manger, and gave him wine to drink 
out of a golden pail represents the degraded 
extreme of sport. Horse effigies engraved 
by the early Christians ‘in the catacombs | 
illustrate an opposite aspect of horse love, 
employing his figure religiously as an em- 
blem of the swiftness of life. Christian art 
was scarcely Jess fond of the horse in primi- 
tive days than pagan sculpture. Typifying 
courage and generosity, the horse carries 
four of the great saints, and one of them is 
represented in pontifical robes on horseback 
blessing the people. 

No error could be greater than to look 
upon interest in a great horse show as mere- 
ly fashionable or faddish, much less as sa- 
voring chiefly of the stable and the book-. 
maker. If any animal deserves the grati- 
tude of man the horse is preéminently enti-- 
tled to it. The chronicles of war are largely 
legends of equestrian achievement, in which 
an ethical spirit, unmistakably voluntary, 
repeatedly discloses. the horse in self-sacri- 
fice to defend or save his master. It was 
the graciousness of the horse that lent half 


their luster to the tournaments of chivalry, | 


out of which came the polished deportment 
of the romantic ages, 

For what he has always been to the hu- 
man race, and for the incalculable benefits 
his species, if justly treated, is destined al- 
ways to bestow upon mankind, the horse 
justifies every proof of affection as well as 
the most . scientific safeguarding. To all 


ntie influentes, to every expression of in- | 


spiration and applause, he is keenly. sensi- 
tive. His welfare is inseparable from hu- 
man progress. 


ART PLAGIARISMS. 

It is not uncommon for a student to be 
caught stealing his essay or thesis from 
some old timers, long supposed to have been 
forgotten. Ministers even have been de- | 
tected in taking a sermon out of some other 
one’s barrel and passing it off as their own, 
but not often, for there are thousands of 
barrels holding millions of sermons, and he 
has a good memory who can detect a pilfered 
one. Writers some.times forget to put in 
quotation marks, and.a Chicago orator once 
nafvely replied to a charge of stealing that 
the quotation marks were in his manuscript 
but he could not speak them. 

It is rare, however, that plagiarism bis 
disturbed the studio, but now that twocases 
turn up at the same time there probably will 
be a more rigid scrutiny of canvases and ex- 
amination of technique. That the old 
masters have bee plagiarized over and over 
again every picture déaler knows, and most 
picture buyers who patronize the classics 
sooner or later discover. It is a simple 
enough thing for a living artist to steal from 
a dead artist, but that living artistsshould 
steal from each other, coolly put their uames 
on the plunder, and then exhibit it to the 
public, where it is certain to be identified, 
argues an aBsence of the attistic moral sense 
and a defiance of theconventi@nalities which 
is little less than appalling. @& |

LETTERS ON THE LABOR QUESTION. 

‘The National Civie federation is com-' 
posed of well known employers and well 
known labor leaders.

THE JAP’*COED AND ENGLISH. 

A woman student from Japan studying at 
a nearby university was recently driven { 
despair by her failure to master the English 
language. In all other subjects 1? her course 
her standing was up to the average, in some 
above it. She reeeived the enthusiastic | 
sympathy of her devoted classmates, al- 
though they found it difficult to understand 
why so bright.a mind should be disconcerted 
by a language now spoken by 115 millions of 
the most progressive people on the globe. 

_ The philologist appreciates the quandary 
of the Jap coed. In consequence of natural 
phonation laws the difficulties which beset 
acquisition of new tongues vary according 
to vernacular peculiarities. Therefore, 
though English belongs to the same general 
class as the German, few English people 
acquire idiomatic German, and are especial- 
‘ly balked by combination vowels; while Ger- 


mans, on the contrary, learn even late in life 


to employ English with notable purity in 
composition, but with a halt before our “ th” 
sound, which is not in German. Although 
there is a proportion of nearly one-half of 
Latin descended words in the refined English 
vocabulary, the phonetics_ of French, a 
daughter of the Latin, are so distinctive that 
* French of Paris ” is rarely on English lips, 
But if all linguistic discrepancies were 
blended into a single mass, it would searcel e 
represent the exclusive discrepancies whi 
render English formidable to a Jap. Every 
tongue has its own physiognomy, its own 
characteristic features, almost a recogniza- 
ble complexion. It has its own peculiar 
walk, and languages differ as widely as races 
in their means and modes of motion, their 
hands and feet, their gesturing and postur- 


ing. English and Japanese are as unlike in 
} structural traits and aspects, in form and 
spirit of expression, as the races to which 


they respectively belong. Japan, it is true, is 
sometimes spoken of as the United States of 
the east, and the alertness, sagacity, con 

structiyeness, and persistency of the J apap: 
ese justify thé descriptive’ Asiatic Anier-

the most polite people in the world. The

pendent words, another illustration of Jap- | 


anese courtesy, makes the acquisition of 
English, which puts the governing words 
ahead, seem almost a brutal feat to a Jap- 
anese. Japanese has no inflections for 
number, gender, or person, and the relation 
of case is expressed by a post-positive part:

The Jap’s difficulties begin with the Eng- 
lish alphabet. The Jap alphabet is largely 
ideographic, like the Chinese, the symbo) 
not only giving the meaning of the word in 
a large proportion of cases but even suggest- 
ing its pronunciation. Under neither of 
these heads does the Jap student find aid in 
the English alphabet. But the Jap coed

exceptional that it can cast light upon only 
the scantiest portion of the general devel- 
opment of speech. Japanese belongs, in 
part, in the group with Chinese; in part with 
the agglutinates of which the Turkish and 
the dialects of the Fuegian archipelago are 
examples. 

As for the pronunciation of English—poor 
little coed! High linguistie authority de- 
clares that if Shakspegre should return he 

would be unintelligible, because he would 
speak ‘brogue. 

But the gentle Japanese coed should not 
be downcast. Her race has conquéred dif- 
ficulties far more formidable than any in 
a language which also contains a conquer- 
ing quality since it has been adopted by the 
most eclectic human mass ever distributed 
upon the, globe, and has readily assimilated 
the foremost thotght of Asia, Europe, and 
Africa.

The chemistry of prayer 
is interesting, but it is demoralizing if the 
study of it is made a substitute for lifting 
one’s eyes to heaven and saying, “‘ Father.’’ 
In the words of Emerson, “ As well might a 
child live without its mother’s milk as a soul 
without prayer.’ 

One reason why many persons have lost 
faith in the efficacy of prayer is because 
they and others; have made their prayers 
too small. Let us discard the notion that 
prayer is simply asking for things. Prayer 
is, first of all, adoration, pouring out the 
soul in the,presence of manifested greatness 
and beauty. When in the scriptures we 
catch glimpses of the worship which goes on 
behind the veil we do not hear angel or 
archangel or saint asking for things. The 
burden of the prayer is, “ Holy, holy, holy, 
Lord God Almighty.” Surely we violate no 
law of the universe when we adore. 

Prayer is thanksgiving; it is giving some- 
thing to God. It Is the glory of man to be 
able tq return thanks. Animals do not know 
But 
to feel gratitude is human and to give ex- 
pression to it is always becoming. We will 
not allow a boy to pick up our handkerchief 
for us in the street without some yocal recog- 
nition of his kindness; what shall we say of 
men and women who take the good things 
which the great God offers to them daily and 
turn away without ever once saying in heart 
or by lip, “1 thank Thee’? Surely there ts 
no law in God's universe which ts trans- 
gressed by the eXpression of glad and genuine 
gratitude. 

Prayer is also confession. We have all 
sinned and come short of the glory of God. 
There is none righteous—no, not one. We 
have all broken the commandments of the 
ee Father, and modern science has 
overed nothing which. renders it unrea- 
e for a man to say to God: “I have 
shaed Lam sorry.” The man who tramples 
on us in the street and hurries on without so 
much as “I beg your pardon ”’ fs put down 
instantly as a boor, and where does a man 
belong who, sinning against his Creator, 
never asks to be forgiven? Many a man is 
discontented, sour, and ill at ease because 
he carries in his — a load of unforgiven 
sins.

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HAUNCBEY M. DEPEW, United States senator 
from New York, director on the boards of 
eighty-two corporations, active member of 
twenty-five clubs, and a successful man in more 
varied walks of life than any of his contem- 
poraries, may be admitted to be the man best 
fitted to describe the requirements of success. . 

Senator Depew once told an east side audi- 
in New York: 

“TI began life only with these hands and this head.” 

“But that head's a peach, Chauncey,” shouted some one 


from the gallery, and Mr. Depew was obliged to join in the - 


general laughter. 
He has been in politics for forty-five years and in business 


aimost as long. He has known the sting of poverty as well 
as the pleasures of wealth. In his early years he was not 
gnfemiliar with debt. In-his later years he knows what it is 
to draw one salary of $100,000. 

With this past he is peculiarly fitted to point out the path 
ef success to the ambitious young American of today. His 
eqn life illustrates his ability to succeed. 

He entered Yale at the age of 18. He was graduated with 
honors in 1856. He studied law and was admitted to the bar in 
18. It is Significant that the same year saw his entrance 
into politics. He was elected a delegate to the republican 
gate convention. His connection with political affairs has 
heen almost ‘unbroken ever since. 

During his term of office as secretary of state in New York 
be won the admiration of Commodore Vanderbilt and the 
warm friendship of his eldest son, William H. Vanderbilt, and 
m 1866 he was appointed the attorney for the New York and 
Harlem railroad company, and in 1869 was elected a member 
of the board of directors. ? 

That was his start in railroad affairs, with which he has 
been as closely connected as he has with politics and public 
matters. As the influence of the Vanderbilts extended, and 


more and more lines came under their control, the wider Mr. |

Depew’s jurisdiction became. In 1885, upon the retirement of 


William H. Vanderbilt, he was placed at the head of the New . 


York Central, and become the head of one of the largest, most 
powerful, and most highly organized railroad corporations in 
the country. 

In the course of his business and political life honors in 
both flelds came so thickly upon him that the endeavor to 
enumerate them became laborious. The roster of companies 
in the management of which he had a voice as member of 
their boards appears as the business directory of @ city. 

In politics he passed from one high position to another, 
being prominently mentioned in convention with the highest 
Office in the land on more than one occasion. 

It will be admitted that Mr. Depew has been a successful 
man. It will be admitted that he is competent to speak of 
success and the things which bring it. 

He said once, laughingly, that probably he had made a 
mistake in allowing the public to hear jests and humor so 
frequently from him. It might have the effect of weakening 
the force of what he intended seriously. And yet, as he 
considered it more refiectively, he was bound: to admit that 
his method of addressing the people had been one which won. 

His fame as a public speaker and as a man of public affairs 
has exceeded even that which he has won in business. As 4 
speaker he has been a constant delight to his audiences. The 
return of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery company of 
London to this country has recalled the famous toast which 
he gave in honor of these guests some years ago: 

‘May they be invincible in peace and invisible in war.” 

His dealings with the men under him have been successful 
owing largely to his attitude. 

“My first orders were,” he says, “leave the doors wide 
open. Admit financiers, legislators, people of society, anybody 
—but laborers first.”

of value to those seeking higher attainment, Senator Depew 


wrote the following:

HE first thing for a young man to do is to get an 
education, tf he can, to the limit of his capacity.

Two brothers were going 
to the academy to prepare for college. The father found 
that one of them stopped in a store every morning, where he 
Was engaged as a clerk, because of his anxiety to get quickly 
ih business and to earn money, and because books and study 
were so distasteful. That son advanced from the clerkship 
to an interest in the business, then to partnership, then to 
complete ownership, and then to @ respectable fortune. He 
never could have entered college. because he had not the fac- 
ulty. 

The other brother went through the academy with fiy- 
ing colors, through the college with distinguished honors, 
and studied for a profession, doing his best in whatever came 
to him in that line 

The business brother had a handsome income and was 


| enjoying all the good things of his life for ten years before the 


other earned a dollar. ‘then the professional man slowly be- 
came a success. Both of them are now in the evening of their 
lives and possessed of fortunes.

The business man has no pleasure outside of his busi- 
ness, because his fesources for enjoYment are limited to his 
yocation. The college and professional man 1!s having infin- 
ftely more pleasure in the many avenues open to him, and 
especially genial ones which he finds, by liberal education, in 
his library, and in fields that he is competent to enter and 
to enjoy.

But the larger ability to 
acquire intellectual equipment has given the greater pleasure 
to the better educated man.

F Shakspeare came to town today, with- 
in a week he could be ome of the richest 
men in the world. Were any of the old 
masters to come back to earth they could 
make more money than they ever saw 

furing their lifetime here. 

Richard Steele, who enlivened the pages 
of Addison's spectator, would be free from 
bailiffs. Samuel Johnson would mever be 
plagued by duns. Oliver Goldsmith would 
hever have to pawn the books he was given 
to review for enough money to buy a dinner. 

For this, financially, is the golden age of 
literature. Artistically, of course, it is noth- 
ing of the sort. 

But Clyde Fitch and Harry B. Smith, the 
two most successful men in their depart- 
ments on this side of the Atlantic, have said 
recently that money is the thing, andsurely 
never till now was sO much money poured 
out upon authors of every sort. 

One of the prominent members of the Indi- 
ana school has been paid $22,000 advance 
royalties on his latest book. Another writer, 
whose name appeared a week or two ago 
for the first time upon any title page, has 
lived at the expense of his publisher for a 
year and a half: Ten thousand dollars was 
paid not long ago for a popular plece of in- 
strumenta!l music.

Art, like water, rises no higher than 
its source, and if ite source is the vanity of an 
artist, his pride in his performance, the result 
cannot be great. ; 

Moslers “De Profundis,’’ almost the 
largest, certainly the most striking, picture 
in the exhibit, is a reminder of ‘“‘ The An- 
gelus.”” A French peasant stands with hat 
off and head bowed as a funeral procession 
passes near him. It is a fine, careful picture. 
There is the evident interest of the horses, 
not in the procession, but the agreeable pause 
in their labor. There fe the sheerful open- 
airness of the whole. One breathes deep the 
upland atmosphere and feeling, but misses 
the ‘‘depths’’ which the title of the picture 
suggests. It is agreeable rather than pro- 
found, taking hold neither of the awfuiness 
of death to the materialist nor of its splendid 
mystery to those who have “ cleared that dis- 
tance God’s throne is from man’s grave.”’ 

There are negative reasons for being thank- 
ful for the exhibit. First, that it isn’t the 
Paris salon. In “ Rome s’Amuse”’ we see 
what we escape, and thank the committee 
for hoisting it so high. One soon abandons 
the task of making out what manmer of beast 
is pictured there and why Rome found him 
amusing. The even larger canvas next it, by 
Sydney Gorham, hasn’t reason enough for 
being to redeem its heathen neighbor, though 
its subject, “The Birth of the Savior,” has 
been in an earlier day one of the greatest 
favorites of the great painters.. 

There are many pleasing landacapes—some 
affected, some gocd, gent’e work which 
seems to say, “I was not painted for the 
‘salon,’ nor to astonish, nor because I have 
been struck by lightning, nor because genius 
must find expression; but just because of love 
of beauty and the desire to set it forth.’’ 
This is the kind of painting that usually waits 
for the gleaner. Butit’sallright. Thegrain 
which Ruth picked up was all in the family, 
as much asifit had been harvested by Boaz's 
hired men. 

It is pleasant to turn from more ambitious 
work to Benson’s ““Goldilocks,”’ a pretty child 
holding a sea shell. The details of hands 
and shell, however, add little to the sweet- 
ness and light of the pretty head. It gives 
the impression of being done on a fair day 
from a vision the artist knew was more 
lovely than paint could tell. 


Feathered Females Galore. 


HERE has always been a charm about 
| Abbot Thayer’s work, even as long 

ago as when he painted his own little 
son. Then the “Virgin Enthroned ” 
at the world’s fair in Chicago delighted hosts 
of people. It had the same tender quality: 
a pure stream from sources of mountain 
purity. This charm is not lacking in his 
tribute to Stevenson—a slender, white robed 
figure clasping one knee in a leave taking, 
almost contemptuous of the world. The 
wings and halo are decorative and we are 
accustomed to them in Thayer’s pictures. 
But when a new man hatches a new brood 
of feathered females it is time to draw the 
attention of the Audubon society to him. 
Caliga is an Indiana man, hailing fram Bos- 
ton, and who has been to Munich. He also 
appears to have studied Thayer. He would: 
have been better employed investigating 
some of the pathos and sublime of human 
life in a more wholesome and less typewriter 
fashion.

It is a cause of thank- 
fulness that only the upper portion of her 
extreme altitude was attempted on the same 
canvas. As it is she would pass for a right 
angled caryatid bentin the middle. Leonardi 
da Vinci spent four years painting ‘‘ Mona 
Lisa,” and painstaking copyists crowd each 
‘other in the Louvre to study its fading colors. 
With Alexander's rapid production, he could 
in four years put on canvas 100 or 200 fair 
women straining themselves in 100 or 200 
different ways. What their fate might’ be 
deponent nor any one else can predict, If 
their figures were only as charming as their 
faces it would be easier forecasting their fu- 
ture.
